Calgary, A'.ta., Dec. 4;—Long and 
somewhat seit-etlve Laboratory Invest 
Igatlona are expected, shortly, to add 
a new mineral to the roster of the 
Dominion’s products. Though research 
was carried on In university and Ind¬ 
ustrial laboratd les In the east, prin¬ 
cipally Toronto, manufacture Is ii be 
chiefly In the west. 

The mineral Is vermlcullte, or as It 
is more commonly known, sonolitc. 
Its potential uses tl-e chiefly as Insula 
tion and as an acoustical treatment 
In buildings. 

Samples of the raw material seen 
here were, In appearance and to touch 
like crude mica of dark gl-ccn color. 
It Is a sl'.late and Insoluble In most 
acids. Coming from the mine, it var¬ 
ies In size from dust to pieces several 
square Inches in area. 

In the f-aw form, it weighs 144 lbs. 
to a cubic foot. But, once beat is ap¬ 
plied to It, It expands ‘enormously till 
It has a bulk weight of approximat¬ 
ely 110 pounds per cubic foot. It Is 
this peculiar characteristic, research 
wd kers say, which gives It Its com¬ 
mercial pmsaibllUes. It also changes 
in color to a lustrous gold. In Cal¬ 
gary, tests have been made by grind 
Ing the mineral over different size 
wie screen, then firing It In a 20 ft 
kiln.

■tays Angus Graham, Torento re¬ 
search engineer, who came west to 
aid In the experiments, "is attribut-
